It’s been almost two years 
since a battle to prevent a new 
building at the Queenston 
dock began, and a year since 
closing arguments were heard 
at the town hall in Virgil, but 
the news released last week 
was worth the wait for 
Queenston residents. 

The residents’ association 
and St. Saviour Brock 
Memorial Church won their 
appeal against the town, the 
Niagara Escarpment 

Commission, Whirlpool Jet 
Boats and the owner of the 
dock, C.G. Bawtinheimer. 

The Minister of Natural 
Resources agreed with the 
chairman of die environmen¬ 
tal tribunal, who heard 27 days 
worth of evidence—the 
Niagara Escarpment 

Commission cannot issue a 
permit for a new two-storey 
building to replace the one that 
was torn down at the 
Queenston sand dock.

‘Community engagement’ encouraged 


R esidents of Queenston and 
members of St. Saviour Brock 
Memorial Church who sup¬ 
ported an appeal of a decision that 
would have allowed a two-storey 
building at the Queenston dock feel 
vindicated. After almost two years 
since the appeal was launched, the 
Niagara Escarpment Commission has 
been told it cannot issue a permit for 
a budding double the size of what 
was there. 

The Whirlpool Jet Boat president 
says the decision is not about jet 
boats, it is about the building. 

But the chairman who listened to 
evidence for 27 days and wrote a 63- 
page report said a larger budding 
would lead to intensification of the 
use of the dock, and that isn’t permit¬ 
ted under the escarpment plan. So it 
could be said it was about jet boats— 
although nothing in the report says 
the boats shouldn’t be on the river, it 
does say the number of boats and 
boat tours from the Queenston dock 
should not be allowed to grow. 

What is most interesting about the 
decision is a comment made by the 
provincial minister who read the 
report, but perhaps can’t visualize 
the long history of controversy over 
the jet boat operation. 


The Minister suggests that in an 
ideal situation meaningful communi¬ 
ty engagement between ad parties 
involved should have occurred before 
the issue got to the stage of requiring 
a 27-day hearing. 

She further urges that before any 
further application is made for a new 
building at the dock, those involved 
should work together on a solution 
that reconcdes economic develop¬ 
ment with the natural and cultural 
characteristics of the area. She obvi¬ 
ously doesn’t want to be presented 
with another 63-page report to read 
and another hearing that might 
exceed what is now on record as the 
longest in the history of the environ¬ 
mental tribunal. 

It's difficult to envision an environ¬ 
ment where that community engage¬ 
ment could occur—it would require 
the Niagara Escarpment Commission 
and the jet boat operators to sit down 
with residents and admit there is a 
problem that can be solved with dis¬ 
cussion and compromise. 

But if there is to be a building per¬ 
mit issued, it would seem that the 
Niagara Escarpment Commission 
might want to heed the advice of the 
Minister. Otherwise there might be 
less patience for any future hearings.

Not every business interest 
should come first, not all the time. 

That was Alice Due Triano’s mes¬ 
sage to council this week as she 
related the news regarding the suc¬ 
cessful Queenston Residents 
Association appeal of the Niagara 
Escarpment Commission’s deci¬ 
sion to approve the Whirlpool Jet 
Boat proposal for a two-storey 
building, double the size of the one 
that had been torn down at the 
Queenston dock. 

Triano was at council to ask what 
the cost of the 27-day hearing was 
for taxpayers, especially those who 
supported the appeal. 

“We have to pay the (town) 
lawyers who fought us so bitterly in 
this very room. Then we had to 
incur costs on our own side,” she 
told councillors. 

Now, she reminded them, the 
QRA faces another hearing—this 
one at the Ontario Municipal 
Board, to appeal language in the 


Queenston Secondary plan, she 
says put there at the request of the 
jet boat company's lawyer, which 
she believes will enshrine the oper¬ 
ation as a permitted use at the 
dock. 

She asked council that no further 
action be taken by the town that 
would allow the boat company to 
expand its operation. 

She also reminded council mem¬ 
bers they have no jurisdiction over 
the dock site in Queenston, the 
roadway leading to the dock or the 
waterway surrounding the dock. 

She told council the majority of 
citizens in Queenston are united in 
protecting their properties, their 
natural surroundings, the wildlife 
in the area and the waterfront. 

“Stand back, think and help us.” 

Councillor Martin Mazza com¬ 
mended Triano and Queenston 
residents for their efforts. 

“It’s nice to see the little guy beat 
the big guy once in a while,” he said. 

Town CAO Mike Galloway said a 
report on the costs incurred during 
the appeal can be finalized and 
brought to council to share with the 
community.

Rich Hoadley has received 
some great news from his 
doctor, and more great news 
from the community. 

Hoadley, well-known and 


highly respected in the com¬ 
munity, is suffering from an 
aggressive brain tumor and 
has been receiving treatment 
not funded by OHIP. 

A brain tumor was first 
found in January 2010 and 
removed, followed by radia¬ 
tion and chemotherapy. 

But last December, 
Hoadley began suffering 
severe pain, and his memory, 
speech and motor skills were 
deteriorating quickly. His 
doctors at The Juravinski 
Cancer Centre discovered 
that the chemo was no longer

effective and the tumor had 
grown rapidly. Another small 
growth was also found on his 
brain stem, and although 
doctors were able to operate 
on the large tumor, they 
couldn’t touch the one on his 
brain stem because of its 
location. 

For that, he's being treated 
with injections of Avastin, a 
tumor-starving therapy 
which blocks the protein put 
out by the tumor, cutting off 
its food supply so that it feeds 
off itself, causing it to shrink. 

Hoadley has already had 





_ 


three of these injections— 
one every three weeks. A 
recent MRI showed signs of 
improvement, and his doc¬ 
tors have decided to continue 
with the course of treatments, 
says his son Jamie. 

The drug is approved and 
funded for the treatment of 
colon cancer, but not for the 
brain tumor that is attacking 
Hoadley. Each injection costs 
about $5,000, and the family 
has tried going to the 
province and several founda¬ 
tions, including Trillium, 
with no results so far.

The house, built by the 
Department of Marine and 
Fisheries in 1904 as a warning 
station for marine vessels, 
was decommissioned in 
1978, and remains one of the 
few original structures of its 
kind still standing—an 
unusual survivor of great 
lakes navigational aids. 

It has been restored inside 
and out, and is now furnished 
with an elegant combination 
of period pieces and and con¬ 
temporary furniture that is 
not only stylish and charm¬ 
ing, but that can hopefully 
withstand the wear of 


The antiques were 
bequeathed to the Niagara 
Foundation by two local fam¬ 
ilies, the Swayzes and Van 
Everys, and gently restored— 
but not over-restored, points 
out Brett Sherlock, so that 
they still carry the beautiful 
patina that reveals their age— 

They had been stored in 
the barracks on the 
Commons until the 
Foundation could find a use 
for them, says Carolyn Weiss, 
who designed the interior. 

“They were gathering dust 
and critters, and there were 
some beautiful pieces. We’re 
glad to have them polished

up and on display, finally. It’s 
nice that they will be used 
and appreciated, hopefully.” 

They will be covered with 
glass for protection, but they 


have already withstood 150 to 
200 years of use, she says. 

“It's time to have them out 
in the open again.” 

Upstairs the hardwood 
floor has been restored—cov¬ 
ered on the landing by a 
beautiful hand-made car¬ 
pet—but downstairs, the 
floor has been replaced. 

French doors to the patio 
have been added, opening up 
the view of the river across to 
Fort Niagara from the dining 
area and living room, and an 
original wood fireplace has 
been converted to gas. 

Over the fireplace, hidden 
by doors that are new but 
look as if they could have 


been there forever, is a 42- 
inch flat-screen TV with DVD 
player—again holding to the 
period look and feel of the 
cottage while providing mod¬ 
em amenities. 

There is only one bedroom, 
upstairs, with a new bath¬ 
room, but the couch in the 
living room opens into a 
queen-size bed, making it an 
ideal getaway for one or two 
couples, says Weiss. 

The kitchen is fully 
equipped with modem appli¬ 
ances, dishes and utensils— 
everything visitors would 
require to eat in. 

Purchased by the town in 
the early '80s and first 


restored by the Foundation 
later that decade, the her¬ 
itage-designated building is 
leased to the Foundation, 
which will rent it out, hand 
over a portion of rental fees to 
the town and uses the rest to 
help finance future projects. 

The bulk of the renovation 
has been financed by a gen¬ 
erous donation from Carol 
and John Walker, with several 
other contributors helping to 
see the work finished. 

An open house will be held 
for the public to have an 
opportunity to see inside the 
beautifully restored Foghorn 
on River Beach Road Sunday, 
April 17, from 2 to 4 p.m.
